grandfather had an unlimited store of "before the war" tales of the old South 
which always had a peculiar fascination for me. Of those that have not faded 
from my memory there is one of an old Southern Colonel. It is not likely that 


the name "colonel" had any meaning, for all southern gentlemen were colonels, but it 
is certain that any war-like name was well suited to him. 

His increasing age affected his naturally disagreeable nature until he was the terror 
of the household, the unrelenting master of his slaves, and was known throughout the 
country for his violent habits. His life was made the more miserable by the fear of the 
negro slaves whose hatred he had aroused by his severe punishment of the slightest dis¬ 
obedience.

In his terror he 
became helpless and fell half limp in his saddle. His horse, being a high spirited animal, 
broke into a high gallop when the colonel first dropped the reigns and soon cleared the 
woods. The colonel managed to keep his seat, and when at length he recovered enough 
to look back, he saw no pursuers. 

However, he was excited beyond measure, and riding on to town, he breathlessly 
told a party of soldiers how a number of fugitive negroes had attempted to kill him. 
With the utmost haste a party of men were heavily armed, and with bloodhounds, 
hurried to the scene of the attempted killing. The soldiers were reminded of the des¬ 
perate character of fugitive negroes and after a brief consultation, were directed to 
surround the place. The men did as ordered and advanced with great care through the 
thickets and undergrowth. For a time all that was heard was the braying of the hounds 
and the occasional snap that showed the presence of the hunters. After a time the 
braying of the hounds grew louder in the part of the woods nearer the road. The hunters, 
expectant, hurried on. After a short advance the foremost waited for those behind and 
then advanced again. Momentarily the men grew more and more expectant and the 
hounds more eager. The latter strained at their chains, their mouths were covered with 
foam, and their braying grew deeper. 

Suddenly the soldiers, breaking through some dense underbrush, entered a small 
glade. The hounds leaped forward but the men held them back and lowered their guns. 
An officer strode forward and placing his hand on one of two much bewildered boys, 
asked, "What are you boys doing here?"
